W ashington, April 29. — P resident 
Wilson ordered six com panies of Unit­ 
ed States regulars to pro eed at once 
to Trinidad, Colo., to quell tho labor 
troubles. 
Form al announcem ent to this effect 
was m ade after several conferences 
between President Wilson and S ecre­ 
tary of W ar Garrison. 
W hite 
H ouse officials stated that 
the president had ac te I because all 
parties, including the senators 
and 
congressm en from Colorado, the gov­ 
ernor, tile m ine operators and 
the 
m iners as well had asked for the fed­ 
eral soldiers. 
G overnor Ammons, of Colorado, had 
issued a proclam ation declaring that a 
sta te of rebellion existed in the coal 
fields. 
T he president In a telegram to Gov­ 
ern o r Ammons requests that the state 
legislature, which is to ne convened 
May 4, to consider the whole situation, 


bo that means mav lie provided for the 
sta te to reassert its authority and to 
limit 
the 
operation of the federal 
troops. The president asks also that 
the mllltta tie w ithdraw n tem porarily 
while the federal troops restore order. 
For the past eight days there has 
existed a sta te ol virtual civil w ar in 
the mining cam ps in the southern sec­ 
tion of Colorado. Many lives have been 
sacrificed in the conflict. 
The presidents decision 
to 
order 
out troops cam e after a lengthy con­ 
ference with 
R epresentative Foster, 
chairm an of the house com m ittee on 
m ines and mining, and S ecretary G ar­ 
rison. 
At this conference R epresentative 
F oster told the president th a t his ef­ 
forts to per ia Ie John I), Rockefeller 
to com prom ise with the m iners had 
proved futile, and Mr. Foster urged 
the pre idcnt to order out troops at 
once. 
T he president has been 
besieged 
with requests from the Solorado dele 
gation to congress that he 
end fe i- 
eral soldiers to their state. The m iners 
have declared through their organizers 
th a t they never will Jay down their 
arm s to the sta te militia, because, they 
say, they believe they are in the em ­ 
ploy of the operators. They have ex 
pressed their willingness to subm it to 
any dem ands m ade by United State-, 
troops. 
T he strike at the mines of the Colo­ 
rado Fuel and Mining com pany nan 
been In progress seven m onths. After 
m uch disorder the strikers w**r«* dis­ 
possessed from the com pany houses 
and, securing tents, < amp»*d on the 
m ountain sides. Last week the militia 
opened tire on the colony and 
* t tire
